origin swept 
over the Army

piers 6 and 6, and an adjoining Army 
storehouse and barracks. 
Pier 4 at which the giant liner Le­ 
viathan and 
the transport 
Wheaton 
were docked, was saved with difficulty. 
The dames licked the sides of the Le­ 
viathan damaging a small section of 
the woodwork on the bow and the for­ 
ward mast, but a fireboat wedged its 
way between the liner and the burning 
pier and successfully fought off the 
flames 
as they spread 
to the 
huge 
craft.

When the fire broke out there were 
500 bodies in the large rooms at 
the 
junction of piers 4 and 5. 
As soon us 
the alarm was sounded, Captain H. S. 
Wilbur, officer of the day, called out
